Trade in Hamburg is beginning to show 
of improvement going stesuere seem to 
carry'fairly good, cirgocs whilst moat. imported

Coffee, one of the staple articles of the port, 
has for years bean going from bad to wores 
owing to enormous vrops in the Brazils coming 
on the top of steadily increasing stocke.

‘Pessimists consequontly predict very much:

sido to gather in the harvest or, at Ieust, to giva 
the necersaty care and isbour to the trovs; it 
is also: reported that’ the Chambers in Rie do 
Janeiro lave passed a law to come into force on 
July Ist providing for tho destrnotion of 20 per 
* cont..of ail coffee ‘bronght down to the porte 
for shipment, Sbonld this measure really be 
adopted and strictly carried ont, it wonld no 
doubt offect tho position of tbearticle materially, 
all the more as consumption is inoressing every 
year. ‘What archound maybe under morefavonr- 
able circumstances wos Witnessed last summors 
when on the report of sorious damage dono to 
the coffee trees in tho Brazila by frost and a 
eohenrrent rise in the foreign rates of oxchango, 
prices advanced nearly 35 por cent, in o few 
wWeoks. The movement collapsed almost as 
quictly, when the nens proved-grossly oxeg- 
gorated, still when ptices havé reached on 
unprecedentedly low level speculation’ is sure 
‘to take up the article soorler or later, often on 
tho glendorest pretext. In beet sugar, for 
which Homburg is the most important morket, 
the revival of confidence has led to & copsider- 
able riso in prices during tho Inst six months in 
consequence of the sbolition of export, bounties 
in the beot preducipg-countries on and after 
the Ist October noxt, How matters will be 
finally arranged betwoon the different States 
rewoing to be seen; in the moantimo it is 
expected that no more land will be put under 
beot thon lest year and that although stocks 
ore heavy, the increase in the home demand on 
the Continent will tend to ensure the return of 
prices to » mora normal level. ‘ 

‘THE POSTION OF COTTON. 

Cotton, which moy be of more intercst to 
your readers, is in a most -pecaliar position. 
Whilst glowing accounts of the growing crop 
in tho United States during the spring and 
summer of last year orented belief ins bum- 
per yivld, speculators ‘on the otbor side of the 
‘Atlantic took bold of the srticle and-aided by 
most inclenient weather during the autumnound 
ear killing frosts in a great part of the ‘cotton 
pelt, contrived by clever manipulations to drive 
up prices and to couso a January scare amongat 
the besrs. Having sold out their holdings they 
went onthe other tack declaring that they 
had been mistaken in their estimate of the crop 
avd advising their friends to sell. Thoy were 
however met by several determined bull, cliques 
who, taking advantage of the slow movement of 
the crop, owing partly. te heavy rains and 
ipnedations in the cotton states, aud of tho 
lateness of the new reason's planting from the 
seme causes, pat priws up against them. Tho 
statiatical position of the article is without doubt 
an uncommonly strong. one, but more cotton
